garian government by telegram nnd 
at tho same time to the Rumanian gen- 
erals, tho Rumanian government anil 
the Serbian government.

at the same time to the Rumanian gen- 
erals, the Rumanian government ant 
the Serbian government.

armistice contrary to tho armistice 
concluded in November with Hungarj 
in the name of the allied powers an

TOMATO WORM 


A little girl 
In 
Somerville 
was 


working in her school garden one day 
ast week when she noticed that the 
eaves of her tomato vines had been 
aten off during the night. 
Her first 


bought was of the goats that were 
sept across the street. She ran fran- 
ically to where the supervisor was 
working and reported her loss. Upon 
nspection of the vines by the super- 
•Isor, however, it was found that the 
goats were nothing more than toma- 
o worms. But the tomato vines looked 
is if some animal 
had 
breakfasted 


upon them, such a ragged appearance 
did they present. 


The tomato worm is, perhaps, the 


argest caterpillar 
with 
which 
the 


home gardener has to contend. Tt is a 
•ivld green worm measuring three to 
'our Inches in length and nearly one- 
half Inch In diameter. Tt seldom ap- 
pears In large numbers, therefore it Is 
not particularly dangerous. Ncverthe- 
esg/ It does no good and should 
be 


destroyed when found. This caterpll- 
ar usually clings underneath the mid- 
dle rib of the leaf and feeds on each 
side of it. It Is quite difficult to locate 
:hese worms so completely do 
they 


ilde ^themselves 
among 
the 
vines 


Hand picking Is the easiest means of 
control. 


The tomato frultworm is 
another 


caterpillar that usually attacks the 
tomato crop about this time of the 
year. It Is different from the tomato 
worm and only attacks the 
ripened 


fruit .by eating Into It. This caterpil- 
lar is about two Inches In length and 
is generally of a brownish-grey color 
The arsenate of lead spray Is rccom*- 
mended for its control. 


Some homo gardeners have experi- 


enced already 
the 
blossom-end 


trouble on their tomatoes. 
This dis- 


ease causes a decay of the fruit a' 
the blossom end. It Is caused by soi 
conditions, usually by a soli being too 
wet and not well drained.
